THE MEDICAL REPORT FOR 1902. 
a 
(Daily Press, 23rd February.) 

The report of Dr. F. W. Crark, Medical 
Officer of Health, for the year 1902, appears 
earlier in time than many of its predecessors. 
It is dated from the Sanitary Board offices 
on the 20th January and was laid before the 
Board at its last meeting. The report is full 
of interest, bat is of such length that we aro 
precluded from doing more than touching 
on some of the salicnt poiuts, To begin 
with we must note the constant growth of 
the Colony. The domestic curiae ex- 
clusive of barracks and police stations, now 
number 9,234, including 920 non-Chinese 
buildings, the European dwellings on the 
Peak still being put down as sume 130. 
This shows an incrense of 48 nou-Chinese 
dwellings as compared with the previous 
year, and an incrense of 140 Chinese 
dwellings. The plans of 8098 new buildings 
and of alterations to 1,833 existing buildings 
have passed through Dr. Cvarx's hands 
during the year, with a view to seeing that 
they complied with the Public Health 
Ordinances ; these figures include, as in 
former years, many alternative plans and 
ninendments to rejected plans. . During the 
previous year plans of Ps6o new buidings | 
and of alteratious to 1,497 existing buildings | 
were received, so that the records of the 
past year show a considerable decrease in 
the number of new buildings planned, and 
afuirly large increasoin the number of altora- 
tions toexisting buildings. With the growth 
of the Colony the most important matter is 
aaturully its sanitary condition, aud 1902 
‘should mark a turning point in the history

The proportion of males at 
he census taken in 1897 was, among the 

hinese 70.9 per cent., and among the non- 
hinese 58.6 por cent., and the reduction in 
he proportion of women both among 
‘hinese and non-Chinese is, De. Ctark 
onsiders, the direct result of the greatly 
enhanced cost of living of Inte years, aad 
he increasing difficulty in obtaining suit- 
able accommodation for families. This isn 
striking corroboration of the complaints 
which we hear on every side. As to surface- 
crowding Dr. Crarx's remarks still more 
demand attention. He says :—‘ I have in

PORT HAMILTON.

Sixteen years ago to-morrow the British 
flag was hauled down at Port Hamilton 
(otherwise the Namhow Islands, off the 
southern end of the Corean peninsula) after 
@n occupation of little less than two years, 
and the place, which had so cadaeuly 
Sprung into prominence, rever to Corea 
and to obscurity. ‘Ihe story of its momen- 
tary fame in history is curious. Coren 
itself had hardly come within the sphere of 
European politics more than a few years 
befure the Port Hamilton incident occurred. 
The country’s relations had been entirely 
with China and Japan, and Russia had only 
just begun to come on the scene. But the 
aivent of Russia speedily attracted British 
attention, and the question of our interests 
in the China Sea was soon involved. 
Russia's most southerly harbour in the Far 
East was then Vla‘livostock in 43.7 N. 
latitude, and her encroachment further 
south was not regardel in England with 
that toleration which prevailed at the time 
of Pert Arthur's seizure, In 1885 Russia 
was more than suspected of having designs 
on Port Lazireff€ at the hewl of Broughton 
Bay, and the strategic importance of the 
Namhow Islands lay in the fact that they 
practically commanded the natural outl t 
from the Sea of Japan into the China 
Sea. With Port Hamiltou in our hands, 
it was considered by competont authorities, 
Russia’s establishment on the eastera coast 
of Corea would be checkmated ; and a base 
of operations gained if it bacame necessary 
to attack Ruasia in the North-west Pacific. 
The British Government decided that wo 
could not risk Port Ham Iton. falling into 
Russiin hands, and oa the 14th April, 1885, 
telegraphed to Admiral Dower to occupy 
it. ‘Thres Beitish warships procee led at 
once to the harbour an: on the arrival of a 
Russian volunteer cruiser on the 10th May 
hoisted the Uniou Jack. “ So, simply and 
briefly, was effected the British occupation 
of Port Hamilton,” writes Mr. R.8. Gunpry 
in his China and Her Neighbours. Twenty- 
“four hours previously, it may be safely 
“ aflirmed, hardly one European iaa million 
“had known that th: islands exist ; nor was 
“the proportion much greater of Eaglish- 
“men wha knew where they ave situated, 
“when news came of their occupativa.” 
China, Japan, and Corca herselti were im- 
mediately infurmed by the British Govern- 
ment of the step which hat been taken. 
The two former countries acquiesced in a 
guarded fashion, and it seems probable that 
they must have at least ben sounded 
beforehand; but China later on, evidently 
under pres-ure from Rus.ia, refused to 
sign wa agreement with Great Britain 
formally recognising the occupation of Port 
Hamilton. Corea meanwhile hil enterel a 
protest and showed signs of Russian 
iafluence. So the matter went on unt l

ODD VOLUMES SOCIETY LECTURE. 

Under the auspices of the Odd Volumes 
Society, Fev. Geo go F. Pentecost, D.D. 
lectared in 8. Anudrow's (City) Ha'l on the 
25th inst. on “The Roasonableness of Chris: 
tianity." There was a large audience, the ball 
being completely fi led. 

Mr. H. E. P. ut ck, K.C, who presided 
said, in his introductory remarks, that 
Dr. Pentecost intended to deal with his subject 
from tha scizaotific and historic as well as from 
the purely religious standpoint ; he was snre his 
observations would be listened to with every 
attention. (Applause.) 

Dr. Pentecost said it was a cardinal article 
of his own faith that if-Christianity was uot 
reasonable il was not divine, because God must 
be divinely reasonable. In considering the 
subject of the reasonableness of Christianity, 
they mast climinate all consideration of 
Christiaaity as it had been involved in politics 
or with the State, all consideration of eccle- 
siasticism, and, lastly, they must eliminate 
from the divine revelation certaia ethical 
associations. When they came down to tho 
naked subject, they were not dealing with a 
theory or a speculation, but a great confronting, 
historical fact, deflaite and distinct; not 
sporadic in its manifestations but contiuaous. 
Away back into the pre-patriarchal ages we 
found the spirit, genius and power of Chris- 
‘tianity artioulating themselves with a historical 
force. The man who attempted by any 
intellectual process to say he had determined to 
put himself outside of the obligation which 
rested upon hit in respect of all the great 
factors in human life and history, who refused 
to consider Christiauity, raled himself ont of 
the class of men and women: who might 
be reasonably called the class of culture or 
intelligence, He was not there to affirm the 
truth of Christiani y; only to show that there 
was nothing in Christianity that did descredit 
to the highest form of human reason. 
Christianity was based on three great collaterals. 
First of ail was the Bible. ‘hey could not 
deny its existence nor could they deny that 
it contained the presentation of what pur- 
ported to be the self-revelation of God 
to man, in which the idea that God had first 
spoken to man gradually led up to culmination 
of that idea in the personality of Jesns Christ, 
the second collateral on which Curistianity was 
based. The historical existence of Jesus Christ 
was no longer demied by the critics of 
Christianity. But it was the belief ia the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ that had per- 

tuated to us His personality. You could not 

issociate Jesus Christ from the Bible. He 
rose oat of its pages from Genesis to Revelation.

DEATH OF PRINCE KOMATSU 
OF JAPAN. 


; Seat uric 

No member of the Imperial family of Japan, 
probably. ‘was more widely known to the world 

yond the Land of the Rising Sun than 
Prince Komatsu, whose death, we regret to 
gnoounce, occurred at Tokyo on the 18th inst. 
from apoplexy. Lis Imperial Highness was 
born in 1846, and was (therefore ouly 57 years 
of age at the time of his death. In his youth 
the custom of his country indi-ated the priest- 
hood as the only legitimate career for young 
scions of the Imperial family, and it appeared 
certain that his life would be spent as a Budd- 
histabbot. But the Priace’s youth syuchronised 
with the commencement of that great change 
in the national life of Japan which, as it hes 
gradually developed, has become the wonder 
aud admiration of the world, Naturally the 
Prince felt a keen interest in the struggle for 
the.restoration of administrative power {o the 
throne and the abolition of the Shogunate, aud 
he left the priesthood to play his part in the 
great drama. Convinced, as he had become, 
that Japan's only hope lay in frankly accepting 
foreign intercourse, he also o-nceived that 
the best preparation for the change would 


to restrain the young Prince from starting at 
once—among them being a strong objection on 
the part of the Court. Meanwhile he was 
appointed at the age of 22 to the chief command 
of the forces sent by the Government against 
the Tokogawa vassals iu the north who had 
patos to dcoept the new order of things paace- 
ly. 

The Court's sanction being fioally obtained 
for the Pritce's visit to Europe, His Imperial 
Highness left Yok»hama ona P. & O. steamer 
in the antumn of 1871. He was the first 
Japanese. Prince of the blood received at the 
English Court, wnd every facility was afforded 
for making tha Pr:noe's stay in England plea- 
sant and instructive The death of his father 
necessitated the Prince’s return to Japan at 
the close of the following year. During hig 
absence the army had been reorganised, and all 
officers were required to go through a regular 
course of military training. ‘1hough the 
Prince had commanded on army corps in the 
field, and had filled the post of Minister of War, 
His Imperial Highness nevertheless applied 
at once to be drafted into the lowest eek of 
commissioned. officers, his argument being that 
no results could be better than those achieved

Looking at it frm 
a practical point of view, there should be a 
revela And so it was left for Jesus Christ 
to gome with ao revolation; whether truo or 
false, He pretended and assumed to satisfy 
us. Who is God? Josus Christ gave a: the 
answer. Another point which revelation involv.d 
was an admission of the supernatural, What 
did that imply ? It meant that God, who mada 
and endowed the world, is still the tranacen- 
dent master. Christianity bad broken down 
the naturally hanghty intellect of man, had 
found its way not only into the hearts of 
nen but had taken Lee rey of the leaders of 
human thought, and to-day it commended iteelf 
to the reason of man, becanse it had not con- 
tradicted reason but hid simply transcended 
reason. (Applause.)

JAPAN AND CORKA.

SKTTLEMENT OF THE BANKNOTE DISCUTE, 
The Japan papers contain particulars of the 
xettloment of the banknote diepate which appear- 
ed likely to lead to a serious diplomatic rupture. 
The Kube Chroatecle says it appears that on the 
12th inst. Mr. Hagiwara, the Japanese Chargé 
d' Affaires at Seoul, had au interview with Li 
Do-sai, the Corenn Minster for Foreiga A ffairs, 
and after a somowhat heated discussion the 
Corean Goverument snbmitt.d to the jirotest 
of Japan, and an agreement was ex hanged be- 
tween the two representatives. The provisions 
of the memorandam ere (1) that the illegal 
instructions ordering the bankaootes to be pro- 
hibited be withdrawn; (2) that the Corean 
Covernment shall apologise to tha Japanese 
Government by an official nota for the injnatice 
done; (3) that in the spology it shall be promised 
that those who in any way hinder the circulation 
ofthe Firat Bank notes in fatare sliall be «' 
roolsimed 
y the Governor 0’ Seoal ; (4) that the appoint- 
ment of the Corean Minister to Japan, which 
has long remained in abeyance, shall be made 
without delay ; aad (5) that the withdrawal of the n 
illegal imposition of a tax on Japavese goods at - 
Rakatoko be made immediately, ss pl ged by 
the Corean Minister for Fureign Affairs. ‘ 
It is stated that the Corcan Government at 
once issued instructions to the Governors of 
various mer aie ordering them to withdraw 
the prohibition affecting the banknotes, but 
that Mr. Hagiwara faformed the Government 
that he would maintaio bis protest pending the 
report from the Japaness Consuls at the open 
ports regarding the Uithdrawalot the probibition. 
A Seoul telegram ststea thats project is now 
on foot toestab.ish a Central BankingCorporation 
with a capital of yen 3,000.000, the shares, valae 
50 yen eich, to be allotted to Corean applicants: 
exclusively. The B nk is intended to operate
